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The Image 
Of America? 


Even for one ever spellbound 
by his country, it is difficult to 
put it into words and say, ‘This 

is my image of 
America.” 

Is it the sea 
on some long, 
white beach, 
with the _ surf 
crashing in on 
the sand, and 
sending the 
long rollers to 
spread out like 
foaming cur- 
tains, eternally 

repeated, along the shingle? Is it 
a valley with a field of corn green 
against the backdrop of hills, and 
a farm house at the end of a 
lane? Would it be the mountains 
at evening, with the haze of blue 
enveloping them with the mystery 
of coming night and dying day? 
Might it be the great plains, gold- 
en with wheat, until it looks to 
be a vast, calm sea, ruffled only 
by some hot breeze, barely strong 
enough to make the heavy heads 
of grain move in a slow rhythm? 
Or would it be a city, ‘‘million- 
footed,"’ crowded and noisy, its 
buildings piled high with life and 
vitality, and all the many-faceted 
sides of life, beautiful, repellent, 
noble, degraded, pitiful, glorious? 

What is the image of America? 

What would one do if told to 
put it on paper, to illustrate it 
with the camera so that persons 
who had never known it, save in 
the distorting mirrors of tortured 
propaganda, would see it plain? 

The United States Information 
Agency in Washington has sought 
to do that for the Russians. 
“‘Amerika,”’ an illustrated ‘maga- 
zine, of the format size of Life, 
has been distributed there. It is 
part of a mutual plan. The Rus- 
sians will sell their counterpart, 
“USSR,” in this country. 


Propaganda 


A similar magazine was distrib- 
uted in Moscow during the war. 
Its copies were so popular, and 
the demand was so great, they 
became black-market items. It 
was suspended by Washington 
when the Russians turned from 
Allied cooperation to the cold war 
and the bitter anti-American pol- 
icy which prevailed during the 
Stalin period, and into our 
present. 

‘‘Amerika’”’ does not deal in pol- 
itics, or ideology, insofar as the 
text or pictures are concerned. 

But, “‘America”’ is there. 

It is a composite ‘‘image’”’ of 
this country which would please 
most Americans, though it may 
not be the exact image in their 
minds. 

The cover is that of a child, 
barefooted, at the edge of the Pa- 
cific. Her back is to the viewer. 
Red of hair and jacket, and wear- 
inx a red plaid dress, because it 
is pretty and has no political con- 
notation, she is extending a toe 
toward the edge of curling, 
thinned-out surf. 

On the inside cover is a black- 
and-white photograph of the great 
redwood trees of California. On 
the back, in color, is the New 
York skyline at late dusk, with 
the lights on, and the sky a dark 
purple behind it. Inside the back 
cover are two boys in a small 
sailboat, with some modest cot- 
tages in the background along the 
shore. 


‘America’ 


On the inside pages are stories 
and pictures familiar to us from 
seeing them in our newspapers, 
newsreels, television and picture 
magazines. 

There are the fields of grain, 
golden and beautiful. There are 
our roads and superhighways, 
winding like great ribbons across 
the continent. There are Ameri- 
can homes, towns, people at work 
and play. There is a picture se- 
ries of a family preparing for the 
arrival of a fourth baby—and pho- 
tographs of the joy and pleasure 
it brings to them all. 

There is an essay by Jesse Stu- 
art, ‘“‘A Man and His Land,” a 
narrative of his father, a Ken- 
tucky hill farmer, counterpart of 
the Russian peasant, though we 
do not like the word because it 
somehow became confused in our 
thinking with ‘‘serf.’’ 

There are medical notes, mod- 
ern architecture, sports pictures 
and also those of ten young wom- 
en of great achievement. These, 
and others, also show the Negro 
participating in the nation’s life. 

There is the story of Ben Frank- 
lin, photographs of fashions, ore 
boats on the Chicago River, oil 
fields, some of our beautiful 
bridges, Americans on their va- 
cation. And there are, too, some 
of our humorous cartoons. 

What first took the Russians’ 
cork under was a two-page spread 
of automobiles — and their prices. 
“They are pretty and cheap, and 
they must be good,”’ said the Rus- 
sians . . . who noticed, too, there 
was no “ideology’’ propaganda.

Zhukov confirmed that eco- 
nomic factors, as well as a desire

Welfare Aid 
After Oct. 1 


Food allowances for aged, blind 
and disabled persons on Georgia’s | 
public assistance rolls will be in-| 
creased by $4 a month, effective’ 
Oct. 1, State Welfare Director Alan’ 
Kemper announced Monday. 

The food allowance for depend- 
ent children will be increased by 
$2 a month, he added. 

At the same time, Kemper said, 
the maximum amount a person 
can receive in welfare payments 
will be raised from $55 a month 
to $60 a month. 

The increased payments will be 
made possible by new federal legis- 
lation, Kemper said, and most of 
the increased money will come 
from federal funds. 

U.S. funds will provide $3 of 
the $4 increase in food allowances, 
and state and local money will 
furnish the remaining $1. 

Kemper said the increases will 
mean an additional $6,880,000 in 
federal, state and local money dis- 
tributed to needy persons in 
Georgia. 

Georgia's total public assistance 
rolls include 152,466 individuals 
receiving an average of $35.85 a 
month, for a total of $65,084,885 
paid out last year.

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Fanaticism Rules 


Inthe Arab World 


Suez could mean war. 

But only if the flaming nationalism 
of the Egyptians and neighboring Arab 
nations gets out of control. 

Britain has ordered additional units 
of her fleet to the Mediterranean. The 
United States has ordered the ships of 
the Sixth Fleet, based in Italian ports, to 
sea. And the Arabs say a Russian fleet 
soon will arrive in that ancient, nearly 
landlocked sea which is one of the cock- 
pits of history. a 

War always is close when fanaticism 
overrides the reason of man. Fanaticism 
rules Premier Nasser of Egypt and much 
of the Arab world. 

The West sustained a serious diplo- 
matic defeat in the Egyptian seizure of 
Suez in violation of all treaties and agree- 
ments, and the consequent failure to make 
Nasser budge from his position. Economic 
sanctions are no solution as they usually 
do as much harm as good. 

We can, however, avoid war unless 
fools are permitted to go their way. Even 
Nasser can hardly want war. 

Egypt’s position is as immoral politic- 
ally as were Hitler’s manufactured justifi- 
cations to seize Austria, the Sudetenland 
and to invade Poland. It is no more Jjus- 
tifiable than Mussolini’s excuse to move in 
on Ethiopia. 

All measures short of war will be 
tried to insure the peace, including the 
granting of concessions to Egypt which 
she does not deserve. 

In the Suez situation we are face to 
face with some of the facts of life. 

With her independence granted her, 
Egypt, and other unstable nations under 
stress, are no longer amenable to work- 
ing out their problems. Some new na- 
tions already have found that independ- 
ence still means taxes, consumer short- 
ages, debt, unemployment and other ills. 

They find, with a shock, that things 
they didn’t like under colonial rule do 
hot disappear with independence. In 
fact, they usually worsen. 

So short cuts are taken. Indonesia, her 
eye on Egypt, has abrogated her treaty 
with the Netherlands made at the time 
of her independence. 

The older, politically mature nations 
must face the fact there will be more 
such crises. The isolationist, the person 
who believes the United States need not 
concern itself with foreign affairs, is 
stubbornly blind.

He preached diversification from the day 
of his arrival on the Athens campus in 
1907 and by teaching and example aided 
in the establishment of the herds which 
today add millions of dollars to the 
state’s agricultural income. 

Dr. Jarnagin was a tireless worker in 
his field. He liked people and he enjoyed 
visiting them and attending and judging 
the many livestock shows of the region. 
His wit and personality were important 
assets in the selling job he did so well 
and with such benefit to Georgia. 

His career brought him national fame 
and recognition. But his great satisfac- 
tion was in seeing the once eroded old 
cotton fields green with grass and dotted 
with healthy herds according to the gos- 
pel he preached so long and earnestly.

In Tift County they were treated 
to cold, sliced south Georgia watermelon, 
another delicacy not grown in the land 
of prairie dogs and coyotes. 

We're glad these’ visitors from Da- 
kota came to see us. We hope they went 
home with a better understanding of 
Geo and things Georgian. 

It’s fine to go abroad inspecting won- 
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ders rare and old. But it’s good, too, to 
see what’s going on in the vast land we 
call America. ‘ 

Besides, the SouthDakotans who 
came get credit for a summer travel 
course which helps to keep their teach- 
ers’ licenses current.

What Goes on Inside 
Is Not Known Outside 


Last week's incident at the Rock 
Quarry prison, when a number of convicts 
broke their legs to draw public attention 
to their unhappy lot, refuses to die 
quietly. 

Most recent event serving to keep it 
alive was the act of two of the prisoners, 
who only bruised their legs in the mass 
demonstration at the camp, in smashing 
them during the weekend. This bit of 
self-mutilation occurred in the hospital 
of the State Prison at Reidsville where 
they were recuperating from the earlier 
bruising. 

Obviously, the mental processes of a 
prisoner in the state’s strictest camp are 
past the understanding of the average 
man outside. Psychiatrists and psycholo- 
gists may have the answers to this alarm- 
ing train of events, but there are few if 
any on the prison payroll. 


It is safe to say, however, that this 
mass demonstration at the quarry prison 
is indicative of a serious flaw in the 
prison system, not only in Georgia but 
in other states where riots and strikes 
among prisoners occasionally flare up. 


The prisoners know where this system 
is weak. In fact one of the editorial aims 
of The Spokesman, publication of the 
Reidsville prison, is to interest civic 
groups in the science of penology and 
through them spread a little understand- 
ing beyond the walls. 


Here indeed is a place where a strong, 
nonpolitical organization, or group of 
them, could render a service to the state 
above and beyond the value of most serv- 
ices performed by such organizations.

Our High Schools Fail 
To Teach Fundamentals 


For some time now disturbing news 
has come from those who are struggling 
to prevent what amounts to near col- 
lapse of our educational system. 


One of the upsetting items of infor- 
mation is that many high schools no 
longer teach physics or chemistry. The 
reasons are clear. There are not enough 
teachers and students shy away from dif- 
ficult mathematics courses. There also is 
reported a shocking number of high 
schools which no longer teach algebra. 


A survey just released by the Ameri- 
can Society of Mechanical Engineers fits 
into this dismal picture. It finds the qual- 
we high school education in the last 
2U years has steadily declined. 


A questionnaire was answered by en- 
egineers from 33 states, the District of Co- 
lumbia and six foreign countries. Those 
who graduated before 1936 had a higher 
opinion of their high school training than 
those of more recent years. It was rated 
as “superior” by 34 per cent and “medi- 
ocre” by only 11 per cent. Of those who 
graduated later only 2) per cent rated 
their high school education as “superior” 
while 29 per cent put it down as 
“mediocre.” 


Asked how to improve high school 
training, about half replied that courses 
in mathematics, physics and chemistry 
should be added and made compulsory. 
One quarter believed the solution lay in 
improved teaching methods. 


This is but another straw in the wind. 
. - - Education is the nation’s No. 1 
problem.

than Emerson, For example: 
“Anyone can carry his burden, 
however hard, until nightfall.

Anyone can 
live sweetly, patiently, lovingly, 
purely till the sun goes down. And 
this is all that life really means. 

Down the road from Emerson's 
is a house called Wayside. In it at 
one time lived Margaret Sidney. 
As I stood there my mind went 
back to the parsonage fireside of 
my childhood and my mother 
reading aloud to us the beloved 
books, “‘Five Little Peppers.”’ 

In that same house at another 
time lived the Alcott family and 
I recalled our reading the books 
she wrote: “Little Men’’ and the 
remarkable “Little Women.”’ I re- 
member I thought it was sissy to 
read “Little Women” but my 
mother thought it was a classic 
we should know. She was right. 
I thank God that as children we 
had a reading mother.

' PLAN FOR SPENDING 


The booklets state, first of all, that a budget 


» is a plan for spending. And the plan should be

Expenses fall roughly into four categories:

Drs. Miller Look On As Daughter Finds Newborn Guinea Pigs Good Pets 


Husband-and-Wife Medical Team 
Taking Family to Europe for Study 


By HARRIETTE SCHREIBER 


From a childhood love of na- 
ture, Dr. Faith Miller, along with 
her husband, Dr. James A. Mil- 
‘er Jr., has become a modern 
explorer. 


Their field, not the uncharted 
geographical spots, is the un- 
known aspects of human health 
and life. 


Presently engaged in research 
on oxygen suffocation of new- 
born mammals, they have just 
received separate fellowships to 
continue their work on a larger 
scale. 


Dr. James received a_post- 
doctoral fellowship from the Na- 
tional Science Foundation. Dr. 
Faith’s fellowship was awarded 
by the American Association of 
University Women. 

For the time being, they are 
continuing their research at Em- 
ory University, where Dr. James 
is a professor of anatomy and 
chairman of the School of Den- 
tistry anatomy department, and 
Dr. Faith is an anatomy instruc- 
tor in the School of Nursing as 

| as director of the nurses’ 
basic science course. 


ENGLAND, SWEDEN 


In March, they leave for Eng- 
land, France and Sweden to work 
with scientists conducting related 
research on hypothermics, the 
cooling process. 


In 10 years of research on 
the various problems concern- 
ing neonatal asphyxiation, they 
have found information which 
could some day greatly reduce 
the number of stillborn infants 
or brain damages caused from 
an insufficient oxygen intake. 


Through experiments on new- 
born guinea pigs and monkeys, 
they have found that by keep- 
ing the animal “cool” plus a 
chemical injection, the animal’s 
consumption of oxygen is great- 
ly reduced. Thus the asphyxiat- 
ing infant can live up to five 
times as long as normal and 
recover completely while the an- 
imal not ‘‘cooled’”’ quickly dies. 


MORE TIME 


One of the biggest advantages 
if worked out to apply to hv- 
man infants will be to give the 
doctor more time to work with 
the infant before the lack of 
oxygen can injure the brain. 

Dr. James got interested in 
the problem of neonatal! as- 
phyxiation 12 years ago while 
he was teaching a course in the 
use of nembutal narcosis, an in- 
jection which causes a loss of 
sense of pain but does not anes- 
thetize mother or newborn baby 
as local drugs do. He noted the 
similarity of babies “sleepy” 
from drugs to asphyxiating ba- 
bies, and decided to do some 
research on it. 

“The sight of babies dying or 
suffering brain injuries as a re- 
sult of asphyxiation is enough 
to make anyone want to do some- 
thing about it,’’ Dr. Faith, the 
mother of two children herself, 
explained. She joined her hus 
band on the research into the 
problem. 


PHOTOGRAPHY 


To illustrate their research, 
they have utilized their hobby of 
photography. Besides color 
slides, which Dr. Faith develops 
herself, they have also made six 
color movies, including one on 
the cooling treatment in asphyxia 
of newborn mammals‘ and the 
effects on survival. 


Dr. Faith will show this movie 
with a commentary before the 


_ American Society of Zoologists 


in Connecticut this month. Dr. 
James will conduct a symposium 
on the subject for the American 
Society of General Physiologists 
in Connecticut on the same date. 
Two days later, he is scheduled 
to conduct another symposium 
in San Juan, Puerto Rico.

on which they have done joint 
research, they have often helped 
each other with detailed work 
on others. In fact they met at 
the University of Chicago, where 
both were studying for their doc- 
torate degrees, while conducting 
research projects in the same 
lab. 


“COULDN'T ESCAPE” 


“I couldn't escape,’’ Dr. James 
teases, ‘‘with both of us studying 
from the same professor and 
with the same lab.”’ 

Marrying in 1935, the Drs. 
Miller both received their doc- 
torates in 1937 shortly before the 
birth of their first son, David, 
who is now a sophomore at 
Emory. A daughter, Janet, is a 
sophomore at Westminster. 

Except for brief periods of 
time, Dr. Faith has combined 
her role of housewife and mother 


with that of research scientist 
and teacher. 

‘But it does limit the amount 
of time I have to spend on hob- 
bies,’’ she admits. 

The children aren't complain- 
ing, though, especially since 


they, too, will get to go to 
Europe in March. 
Dr. James, the son of mis- 


sionary parents, was born in 
China and studied in Egypt, 
where he graduated cum laude 
at the College of Wooster, and 
has spent several summers 
abroad. 

But for Dr. Faith and the chil- 
dren it will be their first trip. 

“T’ve never gotten to do much 
traveling except along the east 
coast and the Midwest,” re 
marked Dr. Faith, “and I’m as 
excited as the children over this 
trip to Europe.”

Parents A 


Of the Blind 


Some of us were greatly amused during our coffee break the 
other afternoon to hear one of our colleagues, an erstwhile gay 
dog of a fellow, extolling the advantages of the diaper service. 

He who has lived well, played hard, traveled far and learned 
much, now is enchanted with the unglamorous and grubby details 
of changing a baby. Our derisive hoets brought no rise from him, 

“When you get a baby you learn things you never dreamed 


of,”’ he said humbly. 
And. of course, it's so—not only of your own child but all 


children. 

There’s a very great deal to learn, too. I have been touched 
recently by that vast community of people I did not dream was 
so extensive—the parents of blind children. The Foundation for 
Visually Handicapped Children opened an office in Atlanta (1106 
West Peachtree St.) in February, 1955, and is now working with 
80 families who have preschool blind children. 

Mrs. Mary W. ‘Marsh, the director of the foundation, ex- 
plained that it was organized because of the tremendous increase 


of blindness in young children in recent years due to retrolental 
fibroplasia, a malady usually associated with severe prematurity. 


“Since it was learned. that the excessive use of Oxygen at 
birth is a major factor in its cause, the rate has sharply dropped,”’ 
Mrs. Marsh said. ‘“‘There are, however, more than 10,000 chil- 
dren in this country who have a condition of permanent blindness 
because of RLF and this presents a problem which is not vague 
and far away, but concerns us here in Georgia.” 

A group of Atlanta parents, each of whom had a young blind 
child and had been unable to find any agency to help them with 
their particular problems, founded the organization to provide, 
without charge, a home-counseling service to all parents of pre- 
school blind children in Georgia. They hhve since opened an 
office in Tifton with Mrs. Evelyn W. Tillman serving as counselor. 

To get some idea of the things that the parents of a blind 
child must learn you should read the little mimeographed ‘‘Par- 
ents’ Newsletter,’’ which the foundation puts out. Mrs. Marsh 
gave me several copies and I was impressed by the exchange 
of ideas, the news on nursery schools, medical problems, the 
suggestions for home training and the sheer inspiration these 
little bulletins contain. 


For instance, the foundation operates a toy library where fami- 
lies may borrow play equipment for a trial period either to see 
if their child likes it well enough for them to buy one like it or 
merely to allow him to enjoy for a while something they can- 
not ever afford to buy. One father wrote in last winter that 
his 5-year-old son had a cold nose for the first time in his life. 
It seems the child was reluctant to go out of doors until his 
parents borrowed a jungle gym from the library—and then 
they couldn’t keep him in! 


The parents’ exchange of ideas was particularly touching. 
How to teach a blind child to walk, how to familiarize him 
with toys like balloons, which might explode in his hands, and 
how to teach him his left hand from his right . . . these are things 
the parents of sighted children underestimate as problems. 

By drawing parents with similar problems closer together 
and offering them expert advice, where it is needed, the Founda- 
tion for Visually Handicapped Children is doing excellent work.
